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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 2 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 -7 and 1 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated by 
Chinomi et al. (2004/0059498). 

Regarding claim 1 , Chinomi discloses a content providing area presentation 
system, comprising: storing data in a . N , ^ N \\ , o representing locations within the 
market research (see abstract, fig . 1 , elements 100, 103/104/105/106/107, paragraph 
[0039]); put Q ans yi r n location data in the portable device representing selected 
locations of the wireless transmitters relative to the research area (see abstract, fig. 1 , 
elements 100, 110, paragraphs [0039], [0044-0045]); and ,v \ »v *v\° - N " 
representative data with respective transmitter location data in the portable device to 
produce data that maps locations of the wireless transmitters with the associated 
transmitter representative data, wherein said transmitter representative data comprises 
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information regarding at least a pari of the exposure of the one or more market research 
participant to one or more commercial items in the market research area (see abstract, 
fig. 1 , elements 100, 102, 111, paragraphs [0039], [0041-0045], fig. 2, D203, paragraphs 
[0052-0053]). 

Regarding claim 2, Chinomi further discloses the research area comprises an 
interior of a commercial establishment (see fig. 2, paragraph [0052]). 

Regarding claim 3, Chinomi discloses a content providing area presentation 
system, comprising: a portable device storing location data representing locations within

operative to associate the location data with data representing respective wireless

information regarding at least a part of the exposure of one or more market research 
participants of one or more commercial items in the market research area (see abstract, 
fig. 1, elements 100, 102, 1 1 1 , paragraphs [0009], [0039], [0041-0045], fig.2, D203, 
paragraphs [0052-0053]). 

Regarding claim 4, Chinomi further discloses o ,\ coupled with 

the processor, the processor being operative to control the interactive display to display 
a layout map representing the research area, the system further comprising a user 
i N ce coupled with the processor to input transmitter data representing a wireless

c ^ i , the processor being operative to control the interactive display to display 
transmitter-representative data representing the wireless display on the layout map, the 
interactive display being operative to receive data representing repositioning of the 
transmitter-representative data on the layout map by a user and providing the location 
data, the interactive display being operative to supply the location data to the processor 
(see abstract, fig.1, elements 100, 102, 110, 111, paragraphs [0009], [0039], [0041- 
0045], fig.2, D203, paragraphs [0052-0053]). 

Regarding claim 5, Chinomi discloses a content providing area presentation 
system, comprising: providing a layout map to a portable device including location data 
representing a plurality of locations within the market research area (see abstract, fig. 1 , 
elements 100, 1 1 1, paragraphs [0009], [0039], [0041-0045], fig.2, element D203, 
paragraphs [0052-0053]); providing transmitter data to the portable device representing 
respective ones of the wireless transmitters, wherein the transmitter data comprises 
information regarding at least a part of the exposure of the one or more market research 
participants to one or more commercial items in the market research area (see abstract, 
fig.1, elements 100, 110, paragraphs [0039], [0044-0045]; and associating the 
transmitter data with the location data in the portable device to produce data mapping 
the locations of the wireless transmitters with the transmitter data (see abstract, fig.1 , 
elements 100, 102, 111, paragraphs [0039], [0041-0045], fig.2, D203, paragraphs 
[0052-0053]). 
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Regarding claims 6-7 and 9, Chinomi further discloses providing transmitter data 
comprises receiving the transmitter data in a portable device (see fig. 1 , element 110 
paragraphs [0039], [0044-0045])]. 

Regarding claim 10-12, Chinomi further discloses receiving the layout map 
including the database in the portable device (see abstract, fig. 1 , elements 1 00, 111, 
paragraphs [0009], [0039], [0041-0045], fig.2, element D203, paragraphs [0052-0053]). 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chinomi 
et al. (2004/0059498). 

Regarding claim 8, the receiving the transmitter data (see fig. 1 , element 1 1 0). 
Except for comprising scanning indicia on the wireless transmitters the Examiner takes 
Official notice that the feature is structurally integrated with communication device is 
notoriously well known in the art in order to provide the convenient of using the 
communication devices to user in propose of tracking the location.
